Athletes. 


Wants Swimming Tank 
in New Building. 


Supt. E. A. Wilson hM » unique 
proposition to lay before the school 
board, which if adopted by that body 
promises to place the local school at 
the head of the profirressive and prac- 
tlcal schools of the country. 


The superintendent has given much 
thoui^ht to his plan and is now, after 
thoroughly examining the working of 
like systems in Chicago, 
Kalamazoo 
and other places, »convinced that the 
plan will work out well. 


The new $10,000 school building to 
be erected this summer will be one of 
the 
OneBt structures in the county. 
Supt. Wilson believes that a few extra 
dollars will be enough to fit o^t the en 
tire ground 
floor with a gymnasium 
and swimming tanks, one for the boys 
and one for the girla. 
Along the walls 
facing the tank would run rowsof lock 
ers, one for each pupil. 
The pupil on 
arriving in the building would go im 
mediately to the gymnasium and there 
take some light gymnastic 
o.xerclsos 
under the supervision of the director. 
The pupil would then be compelled to 
bathe in the tank, afterwards rubbing 
himself in a scieiitltic manner, taught 
by the director. 
The pupil would then 
open his locker and take therefrom a 
suit of simple, healthy clothing provid 
ed by the city which would be worn 
during t'he time the student was in the 
school room. 
At night he would put 
on his own clothing and return home. 
Mr. 
Wilson would 
go farther. 
He 
would have the noon day meal served 
in the gymnasium. 
This meal jgould 
be prepa/ed by the school g i r ^ ^ ^ i e r 
the supervision of salaried cooiflr The 
girls would thus be taught domestic 
economy, and at the same time they 
would aoqulre a cleanliness in all their 
work. 
Of course, the meals would be 
simple but healthy. 
In time the pro* 
fessor would introduce other forms of 
manual training. 
He 
estimates 
the 
cost would not be large, a few thousand 
dollars yearly being sutUc lent to carry 
on the work. 


Supt. Wilson when seen by a NEWS 
reporter said: 


^'Yes, I shall recommend some novel 
improvements in the school system. 
I 
have long thought of some way where- 
by the pupils might be taught to keep 
themselves clean. 
Ii would surprise 
you the illth of.some of the pupils 
in 
our lower grades. Some of them never 
bathe. 
Just recently one little chap 
told me his mother wouldn't let him 
take a bath because he hadn't had any 
all winter and he might catch cold if 
he indulged in one now. 
These chil- 
dren are not themselves to blame. 
It 
is their training. 
I believe it is not 
right for them to carry their 
ftlth 
among the other childrsn and they are 
certainly entitled as much as anyone to 
an education. 
I have hit upon the 
public bath and I believe it will be a 
winner. 
I am in favor of in*)reducing 
manual training in our schools." 


Mr. Wilson Is much iu earnest. 
He 
has studied the question from all sides 
and is well prepared to judge of the 
merits of his own plan. 
Benton Har 
bor people universally are with the 
professor In whatever he does.

»AFERING RELIEVED 


Report from Boer Sources That 
Siege Has Been Raised.

iOERS GATHER BEFORE OSFOSTEIH. 


rrom B,000 to 0»000 Troops Have Coa- 
ceatralvd Thvrv and More Are Said 
ta De Coitilfiic—Roberts’ Fatarc 
f*laBB HakBotra. 


New York, March 3.—A Boer report 
is published from Brussels that the 
siege of Mafeking has been raised. The 
news is unconfirmed, but is probably 
true. 


London, March 3.—Lord Boberts at 
Osfontein, six or eight miles east of 
Pnardeberg. faces the reformed Boer 
army, from 5.000 to 6.000 strong. This 
may be merely a corps of observation, 
ready to retire on prepared positions. 
Doubtless it is receiving accretions 
from the late besiegers of Ladysmith 
and from other points. Wlratever the 
force may be. Lord Boberts has ample 
troops to cope %vith it. 
As a heavy 
rain is falling on the veldt and the 
grass is improving this will be a good 
thing temporarily for the Boers. Lord 
Roberts has surprised observers by 
the excellence of his transport during 
the first advance, and he is likely to do 
so again, although military men here 
think he must wait for some days be­ 
fore going much further. The Boers, 
presumably, will use this delay for all 
it is worth, pulling their resources to­ 
gether.

1 was much 
gratified at finding the enthusiasm among 
the Kimberley people regarding the care 
of the sick and wounded. All the houses 
had been converted Into hospitals and 
the men had been made most comfort­ 
able. 
1 was struck with the 
friendly 
manner In wnlch the wounded Boers and 
our men chatted together upon the ex­ 
periences of the campaign. 
It delighted 
me to see our soldiers sharing their ra­ 
tions and biscuits with the Boer prison­ 
ers before they commenced their march 
for Modder river. Some of the poor fel­ 
lows were very hungry, 
after 
having 
been half starved In the laager." 


Croaje la Cape Towa. 


Cape Tow’n, March 3.—Gen. Pietrus 
Cronje arrived in Cape Tow»n Friday 
morning. He was met at the station 
by Gen. Sir Frederick Forestier-*Walker 
and the secretary of Sir Alfred Milner, 
the British high commissioner. There 
was no public demonstration.

Rican products coming into the ports of 
the United States. 
In view of the press­

Mr. Cannon said liuit tliere was no 
reason to make an extended argument 
in support of the bill. The brief mes-

to January 1, and sueh money as shall 
be hereafter collected on imports from 
Porto liico for the beneilt of the people 
of the island.

The vote was then takeu l>y yeas and 
nays on the pasage of the bill. 


The Cannon Porto lUeo bill passed 
the house by a vote of 102 to 107.

Washington, March 3.—Interest in 
the Porto liican tarift measure now has 
been transferred from the house to 
the senate. 
Consideration of the bill 
embodying substantially the provisions 
of the house bill, and In addition pro­ 
viding for a temporary form of civil 
government for the island of Porto 
Kico, was begun in the senate Friday, 
Senator Foraker (rep., O.), chairman 
of the committee on Pacific islands and 
Porto lUco, being in charge of the 
measure. Scarcely had the reading ol: 
the bill been concluded when Senator 
Teller (Col.) proposed an amendment 
providing, in brief, that the purpose 
of the pending bill is simply to estab 
lish a temporary government in Porto 
Rico lor the purpose of enabliujST the

•oYenii^tilr' of IKi Untiisd SutMi over 
lb« island or its inhabltanis. 


This amendment was followed bjr mn* 


other by Senator Stewart (Nev.), strik* 
ing out the provision levying a duty on 
Porto Rican goods, and providing that 
they should be admitted free into the 
United States. A spirited debate was 
participated in by Senators Foroker, 
Teller, Stewart, ond others. 
Senator 
B'oraker contended that the duties lev­ 
ied on Porto Itican products were nec- 
e.s.sary, because the island wa.s in need 
of revenues. Every dollar levied as du­ 
ties would be turned into the treasury 
of the island, and the committee held 
that this was the 
only 
practicable 
means of securing the needinl funds. 


Senator Stewart strongly upheld the 
policy of the president, as announced 
in his la.st annual message, of giving 
free trade to the Porto Hicans. 


An hour and a half of the sessipn 
was devoted to consideration of the 
Quay case. Senator Hoar (Mass.) pre­ 
senting nn able constitutional argu­ 
ment in favor of the seating of Mr. 
Quay, on the ground, nuilnly. that It 
was the intention of the framers of the 
constitution that the senate at all (inu'S 
should have Its full quota of members.

Washington. March 3.—Just before 
the adjoiu*nment of the senate com­ 
mittee on elections Friday both the 
pro.'H’cution and the defen.se in the in­ 
vestigation of the election of Sensitor 
Clark, of Montana, announced' that 
they had concluded the presentatifm of 
testimony.

The phenomenon called “frost flow­ 
ers” was discussed before the Biolog* 
leal society in W ashington recently by 
Dr. L. II. Dewey. 
The so-pa^Iled Hen 
ers are composed of ic^ which forms 
on frosty m ornings in autumn and 
early ^v^ut€^ on certain plants. 
Tli« 
peculiar thing to ^je explained is that 
frost flowers do *ot form on all plants, 
but only on a)^out 26 species, as far as 
yet known 
Among these are frost 
weed, dittany, marsh 
fleabanes 
and 
cultivatci heliotrope. 
The phenome­ 
non lip apparently 
due 
to 
capillary 
moveixient of w ater in the plant, but 
a. vluslly satisfactory explanation is 
laf ’ang.—Youth’s Companion.
